The road through Berea la a 
model of beaMty. passing in front 
Of IMfM and Kentucky Halls. 

The road from Berea to the Rock- 
castle line, a distance of about five 
miles, will be begun in early spring. 
Judge Baxter will put on one of the 
county crew* to complete this link. 
It Is one of the most difficult pieces 
of road to const met, owing to the 
fact that it must cross Scaffold 
Cane mountain. Our 
Engineer. J. S. Bogg*. 
run several initial lines over the 
mountain and tells us that he will 
be able to reach Rockcastle County 
on a "> per cent grade. 

Rockcastle County is a little "out 
of tune." Her people are not satis- 
fied with the location of the road 
through Laurel County. They claim 
that Laurel County should meet 
them at Livingston, while Laurel 
has located her road to meet Rock- 
castle at the mouth of Parkers 
Creek, some five miles up Rockcastle 
River from Livingston.

Play is as natural and essential as 
the cries uttered by the new-born 
babe, winch serve |o Mart DM re- 
spirator system to working.

As children glow older, they he- 
gin to Inke more interest in play, 
and want lo try to play the game of 
life which they isjt going on around 
(hem every day. Therefore . they 
will try (o mutate us in our daily 
pursuits in hfe. thus bringing into 
pla\ and dev doping (he very same 
nuaelet whiak ws are daily com- 
pelled to use."

Washington's Life 
In Brief 




6 ^rjKOKOE WASH I NO TON, 
♦ Ifl Fstber of Ills Country, 
waa born on Feb. 22, 1782, 
In Westmoreland county, Va. 
He received a common Eng- 
lish educstlnn, and upon that 
foundation, with the cardinal 
virtues of truth. Integrity and 
Justice, wss built tbe atructure 
of bis greatness When seven- 
teen yesrs of sge ho bad become 
one of the most accurate land 
aurveyora of his time, and a year 
later 

aurveyor. At the aga of i 
be was appointed adjutant gen- 
eral of militia, with the rank of 
major, but soon afterward re- 
signed to accompany hla Invalid 
half brother, Lawrence, to the 
Barbados, where George waa 
prostrated by smallpox. Law- 
rence died, and George thus bo- 
came the owner of the One ea- i 
tate of Mount Vernon, which bo 
owned and occupied until hla 
death. 

When General Braddock came 
to this country In 1750 to make 
war on the French. Washington 
waa chosen his principal aid -do- 
camp and accompanied him on 
the march against Fort Du- 
quesne, at tho site of the proa- 
ant city of Pittsburgh. After 
Braddock's defeat and death 
Washington skillfully directed 
tbe retreat of tbe vanquished 
troops. At the age of twenty- 
seven he married Mrs. Martha 
Cnstls, a young widow, and they 
took up their abode at Mount 
Vernon. Washington was chosen 
aa a delegate to the first Conti- 
nental congress and in June, 
1778. 
In 




tbe heroic forces of the 
colonies In their struggle for In- 
dependence, end at the close of 
1783. having triumphed In the 
war, be retired to private life at 
Mount Vernon. There he lived 
tbe life of a gentleman farmer, 
paying close attention to all the 
details of estate management. 

When, under the constitution 
of the new republic, a president 
was to be chosen, all eyes were 
turned toward Washington as 
"the first American." and he 

waa elected by the unanl us 

vote of the people, bis lnaugura 
Mon taking place on April :v>. 
1789. at Federal ball. New York 
city. For eight years he presided 
over the affairs of the nation 
with great wisdom and fidelity, 
laying tbe permanent founda 
tiona of tbe republic. Retiring 
again to private Ufe, he enjoyed 
domestic happiness for nearly 
three years, and then auddenly, 
on Dec. 14, 17T0, the country waa 
en lied upon to mourn his death, 
after an Illness of about twenty-

According to a statement just Is- 
suad by Surgeon General Rupert 
Blue, young medical men between 
the ages of 23 and 32 will be given 
an opportunity each month to de- 
monstrate their fitness for admission 
to the grade of Assistant Surgeon in 
the U. 8. Public Health Service. 
There are several va"aneies in the 
government's mobile sanitary corps, 
which is now in the 119th year of 
its existence, but in order to be re- 
commended to the President for 
commission, n physical and pro- 
fessional examination must first be 
As the tenure of office is 
the Public Health 
to duty in all 
parts of the world, they are requir- 
ed to certify that they believe them- 
selves free from any ailment which 
would disqualify them for service 
in any climate. Boards will be con- 
vened at Washington. Boston, New 
York. Chicago. St. Louis. Louisville, 
New Orleans and San Francisco, but 
permission to take the examination 
must first be obtained from the Sur- 
geon General. The examination is 
searching and includes, in addition 
to (tie various branches of medicine, 
surgery and hygiene, the subjects 
of the preliminary education, his- 
tory, literature and the natural 
sciences. The commissions will be 
issued as Assistant Surgeon and 
after four years of service, the 
young officers are entitled to ex- 
amination for promotion to the 
grade of Passed Assistant Surgeon, 
and after twelve years of service 
to another examination for promo- 
tion to the grade of Surgeon. The 
annual salaries are j Assistant Sur- 
geon. S2000 ; Passed Assistant Sur- 
geon, PJMtj ■Mpa* gTOnO; Senior 
Surgeon.

When the Government does not pro- 
vide quarters, commutation at the 
rate of $30, gin, and 650 a month 
according to grade is allowed.

able conditions and regulations he- 
fore furnishing electric service.

Feeding frult-eatlng birds Is beat ac- 
complished by planting selected spe- 
cies of fruit-bearing shrubs and trees. 
Through late spring and summer there 
la usually an abundance of Insect food 
In addition to fruit enough for all the 
birds, s.. far aa fruit alone la con- 
cerned, fall Is the sea sou of overflow- 
ing abundance ; In winter the supply 
gradually decreases, and late winter 
and early spring are the seasons of 
actual scarcity. This Is the critical 
time of. year for many birds, and a 
plentiful supply of wild fruit will tide 
them over. Fortunately, everywhere 
In the United States there are 
frulta that persist until there la no 
longer any need of them.

Besides winter feeding, described 
elsewhere In this aeries, birds fre- 
quenting the seashore may be catered 
to by growing plants which produce 
their favorite foods, according to the 
United States bureau of biological sur- 
vey.
